Six Schools Will Compete for Festival Honors—Students Ad- 


mitted Free to Performances—Masonic Hall; 1.0.0.F.

Bassano and district's second un- 
nual music and dramatic festival will 
commence Friday morning, May 8, at 
9 o'clock, with near 800 students tak- 
ing part. Gleichen, Rosemary, Clancy, 
Countess, Burnbrae and Bassano will 
be the schools represented, Proceed- 
ings will be held at Knox church, the 
Masonic hall and 1.0.0.F. hall during 
the day. Elsewhere on this page is 
published a time table of events. 

With the advent of Gleichen into 
the festival this year, schools are 
classed according to their size, and 
compete only in their class. Gleichen 
and Bassano are in first class of the 
“town schools”; Rosemary and Clancy 
in “two- to four-roomed schools” and 
Countess and Burnbrae tn the third 
class of “one-room schools.” Entries 
for the festival are comprised roughly 
of five plays with thirteen entries; 
eight choruses; six action songs; 
fifty-three solos and seventy elocu- 
tion. - Last year only 164 entries were 


recorded among seven schools, but 
the increase is due mainly to Glei- 
chen school, which is sending near 
100 students to take part.

will assume adjudication of senior 
dramatization; Mrs. Edna W. Skene, 
E.L.I., elocution and drama, and Mr. 
P. L. Newcombe, Licentiate of Music, 
who will adjudicate music. 

It is earnestly requested that the 
audience remain quiet during pre- 
sentation of plays to give perform- 
ers maximum opportunity to ex- 
hibit their beat. It is proposed to 
refuse admittance while any pre- 
sentation is in progress on the 
stage. 

The adjudicators wil! select a num- 
ber of winners in different classes to 
take part in an evening performance 
in the Masonic hall at 8 p.m. Lack 
of time does not permit all winners 
taking part. Students will be ad- 
mitted free to all performances while 
adults will be charged a small sum 
for admittance. Directors and teach- 
ers will be admitted free.

Arehdeacon Timms is credited 
with forming an alphabet of the 
Blackfeet Indian language, writing a 
grammar and dictionary, and later 
translating hymns to the language. 
When he first came here, he knew no 
Indian language, and the Indians did 
not understand English. His interest- 
ing account account of his work here 
among the Indians over fifty years 
ago was deeply appreciated by his 
audience.

Mill Rate 
lean-up Day 


Water rates were the subject of 
wide discussion at the meeting of the 
town council Monday evening when 
it was learned there were many ar- 
rears with small hope of collecting, 
and that arrears were steadily piling 
up. To stimulate the payment of 
water rates and to guard against fur- 
ther loss, council has proposed to go 
on a strictly cash basis, allowing easy 
terms for past due accounts. Coun- 
cillors pointed out they did not wish 
to be harsh on consumers, but this 
necessary step must be taken. 

Water instructions have been is- 
sued to consumers announcing the 
regulations made effective by the 
council, viz.: “all water accounts 
already rendered for the quarter, 
March 31, must be paid on or be- 
fore May 31, together with not less 
than one-tenth of the arrears, fall- 
ing which the water supply will be 
shut off and a charge of $1 made 
for turning on again.” In future, 
all water rates are due and payable 
before the last day of the month 
in which the accounts are rendered 
together with one-tenth of the ar- 
rears, if any, failing which water 
supply will be shut off and the 
same charge of $1 made for turn- 
ing on.

methods will have to be adopted to get from 
under the continual pressure of tremendous 
expenditures, most of which debt 
service. 

Predicting the future is always uncertain 
but some of the far-sighted world economists 
are convinced that monetary inflation will 
continue until debts are cleared up to a con- 
siderable extent. Kemmerer, the Princeton- 
ian professor, believes ailution is inevitable. 
He is known as the ‘‘money doctor of the 
world.” The Swedish economist, Gustav 
Cassel, thinks there will be some further re- 
duction in the value of the dollar during the 
present year. 

Referring to the United States Cassel says: 
it is not possible by dint of measures hitherto 
adopted to counteract the general inflation 
which is bound to ensue if the national fin- 
ances continue to be managed in such a way 
that colossal deficits are continually arising. 

Further, he says: “If an armament race

and war are thrown into the scale of these 
impelling forces which have previously been 
tending to force an inflation, there will be an 
imminent danger that developments in the 
monetary field will pass beyond control.”

The solution of the © he ge 
problem does not lie in the changing of the 
administration. 
that. It lies in the duplication of railway 
facilities, the great mileage of uneconomic 
railway lines and the competition of trucks 
and automobiles. 

It seems almost too much to hope that any 
federal government, whether it be Liberal or 
Conservative, 
tackle this problem and provide a proper s0- 
lution. After all, governments are depen- 
dent for their position of power on the votes 
of the electorate. And when it comes to in- 
troducing measures which would curtail rail 
services, release men and women from em- 
ployment and materially affect the welfare 
of certain towns and cities — well, govern- 
ments hesitate. 

The opposition is always ready to take ad- 
vanage of such a situation and full well do 
governments realize this. They hesitate on 
this account to make one move which can 
afford widespread criticism. And the voting 
strength of the railway employes and their 
friends, together with the votes in affected 
centers, is large and powerful. 

Hon. Mr. Bennett, when premier, sought 
to set up a union government to handle the 
railway problem. The strategy behind such 
«a move was involved in the fact that neither 
political party would then have to shoulder 
responsibility for what was done. But the 
Liberal party, secure in the knowledge that 
the were almost certain to 
meet defeat, refused to listen to the proposal 
—now the Liberals have the knotty problem 
right in their lap. 

But this problem has to be bravely faced 
later. Canada cannot go on from 
vear to year piling up huge railway deficits. 
The Dominion has the alternative of default- 
ing, but defaulting by Canada is a very dif- 
ferent thing to a default on the part of Al- 
berta.

SUGGESTS ROYAL COMMISSION 

James Murray, chairman of the Canadian 
Wheat Board, suggests that a royal commis- 
sion should investigate the entire wheat situ- 
ation and report its findings to the Canadian 
government. 

He says that if Canadian wheat farmers 
continue fo produce from 350,000,000 to 
425,000,000 bushels of wheat a year and the 
world markets cannot absorb that volume, 
surpluses will continue to accumulate and 
the problem become accentuated. 

The commission, he suggests, should ex- 
amine the entire situation and present an 
impartial opinion on the possibilities and lim- 
itations of world trade. If importing nations 
won't take the Canadian surplus it is time 
that fact is known and plans made to meet 
the situation. 

Mr. Murray’s suggestion is worth serious 
thought. A royal commission composed of 
able men earnestly bent on seeking unbiased 
information and a true picture of the situa- 
tion as it actually exists. 

This is a very important matter to Canada 
and the facts should be winnowed out and 
presented in their true light. 


TREES ON THE PRAIRIES 

For some reason or other the prairies of 
southern Alberta and Saskatchewan were 
treeless when first seen by the white man. 
Some say this was due to the great prairie 
which swept the broad vastnesses, 
others blame the weather—alternate freez- 
ing and thawing during the winters, due to 
the action of chinook winds, while yet again 
others say the cause was lack of sufficient 
rainfall. 

Settlers have proven that trees will grow 
on the “bald headed” prairie but they need 
attention through cultivation and watering. 
Many splendid groves have been built up by 
industrious farmers. The irrigation areas in 
particular have been successful in tree-grow- 
ing efforts. 

Joyce Kilmer’s familiar poem ‘Trees’ ex- 
emplifies the attitude of the beauty lover to- 
wards their culture. 

“IT think that I shall never see 

A thing more lovelier than a tree.
